ON THE MAGAZINE RACK

Dr, Koch .and her art students will find interest- 
ing a new book in the library on the study of 
the psychology of perception in art, written by 
Guy T. Buswell, professor of educational psychology 
at the University of Chicago. The title of the 
book is How People Look at Pictures. The ap- 
paratus for photographing. eye movements is ex- 
ceedingly complicated, and the study, though tech- 
nical, is very interesting. 

Students who like fictional biography, but espe- 
cially: those who read French, will find Voltaire, 
by André Maurois, appealing and sympathetic. Last 


The Life of Shelley, by this same author, but still 
more enjoyable is this biography of a Frenchman 
by a Frenchman in the French language. This 
combination makes for a better understanding of 
the philosophy of this great Frenchman.. The 
vocabulary is not difficult. Students with a :nod- 
erate knowledge of the language can easily Fenn 
the book, 

Fictional biography is replacing to @ great extent 
the older type of biography, which is so stilted and 
factual. The former gives the author a, chance to 
Interweave his imagination with the facts of - life.

ONE HUNDRED NOTABLE BOOKS—1935 

The New Republic for December 11 has a lst of 
the hundred books of 1935 that have the most im- 
portance for our own times. Biography, memoirs, 
fiction, poetry, criticism, science, philosophy and 
other classifications are included in this list. . The 
works of many of the established writers are 
present. There is The House of Earth, by Pearl 
Buck; ‘Pylon, by William Faulkner; Young Joseph, 
by Thomas Mann; Murder in the Cathedral, by 
T..S, Eliot;) Thought and Character, by William 
James; The Nature of Capitalist Crisis, by John 
Strachey, not to mention many others. 

Students, who would lke something to read over 
the holidays, will find many of these one hundred 
books in the school library. To mention a few of 
them, there are: Life With Father, by Clarence 
Day; The House of Earth, by Pearl Buck; Vein of 
fron, by Ellen Glasgow; Claudius the God, by 
Robert Graves; and The Road to War, by Walter 
Millis. Then there is the Seven Plilars of Wisdom, 
by T. E. Lawrence, which contains .so much 
secretive information of post-war Hngland and 
Arabia that the author forbade the book’s publica- 
tion-until after his death. He died last spring. 

Miss Inez Chesnut, the University librarian, who 
keeps a list- of hundreds of such books which she 
hopes the school will. purchase some day, agrees 
with the editors of the New Republic that the 
“best” books, the “eternal” books, will have to be 
chosen by posterity. ae

A brilliant and varied program 
of creative dancing was given by 
the women’s orchesis group Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings be- 
fore the students and friends of 
the University assembled in Ja- 
cobs’ Hall.

The girls were 
dressed in black leotards with red 
military bands across their shoul- 
ders. At the conclusion of the 
dance, the girls removed their 
bands an@ formed the letters U 
and O with their bands. It was 
an impressive sight, with the red 
letters against their black cos- 
tumes. 

Present Folk Rhythms 

The next three numbers were 
folk rhythms. Two of them were 
given by the beginning creative 
dancing class; the first, Now 'Tis 
Christmas Time, in which the 
dancers were distinguished’ by: red 
and green sashes, and the second, 
a folk rhythm arranged... entirely 
by the class. In the latter the 
girls made no sound upon the floor 
while dancing.

The final number of the program 
was Meditation, a dance accom- 
panied by music of Bach, Gounod 
and Schubert. The dancers formed 
a lovely group with four dressed 
in grey as monks, and four gown- 
ed in long blue robes on either 
side of a madonna in white.
